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DETAILED ACTION 

This Application has been examined. The original claims 1-16 are pending. The 
examination results are as follows. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The examiner has considered the document listed in form PTO-1449 submitted with the 
Information Disclosure Statement (IDS) received 10/15/03 (see the attached form PTO-). 

2. The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1.98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609.04(a) states, "the list may not be 
incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate paper." Therefore, unless 
the references have been cited by the examiner on form PTO-892, they have not been 
considered. 

Note: For example, the reference listed in lines 10-12 of page 5 of the Specification has 
not been considered. 

Drawings 

3. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art-- because only that which is 
old is illustrated (as admitted by the applicant - see line 7 of page 3 of the Specification). See 
MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
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applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it's not concise; particularly it 
contradicts the situation claimed in claim 10, which is illustrated in Fig. 7; wherein, the current 
restraining means (Tr7) perform an ON operation in the reset period; also, the situation in claim 
1, "wherein, a current restraining means . . .is operated in a reset period", while the abstract 
recites "a current restraining means ... to be OFF at a reset operation time". 

Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an active type light emitting display device for 
lowering power consumption and providing a high definition display. The only independent 
claim 1 requires: a threshold voltage generating element provided between the controlling TFT 
(Trl) and a gate of the driving TFT (Tr2) and generating a gate voltage given to the driving TFT 
by level shifting a voltage corresponding to a threshold voltage of the driving TFT, and a current 
restraining means (Tr5) is operated in a reset period (from time 1 to time 2), see Figs. 4 and 5; 
whereas, the closest prior art, the Nishitoba et al patent (U.S. Patent No. 6,774,877), and the Li 
patent (U.S. Patent No. 6,778,151) disclose conventional active type light emitting display 
devices, either singularly or in combination, fails to teach or suggest the claimed invention. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. They are U.S. Patents Nos.: 6,841,948 issued to Yoshida (the present inventor), and 
6,781,320 issued to Park et al, which teach active type light emitting display devices.

The objections to the drawings and the abstract discussed in items 3 and 4 above. 
Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 

Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
